Letter and Declaration to the 
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LONDON. 
lanuary 17. 1642. 


Pe Ruſty and Welbeloved , Wee greet 
RY you well. Wee reccived lately a Pe- 
tition from the [Aldermen and Com- 
S mon-Counccll of Our City of Londos, 
by the hatids of Perſons entruſted by 
them for the _— , who found ſuch 
a reception from-Us, as well manifeſted Our regard to 
that body, which ſent themy Though wewell knew by 
whom that Petition was framed , and where peruſed. 
and'examined , before it was approved by thoſe from 
whom it ſcemed to be ſent, yet wee were ſo willing to 
enter into a'correſpondentte with that Our City, and to- 
receive any addteſſe and applicarion'from them, accor-- 
ding to that Invitation wee had'giveti by Ourlate Pros: 
clamation; And were fo glad to findethat thete was yet 
ſomg hopes they would looke to the Peace and happi- 
neſſe of that City , and at laft ſever themſelves from 
any FaQionor dependence, which might inſcnſibly in- 
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volve them in thote Calamities they did not foreſee, 
that wee returned ſuch a gracious Anſwer thereunto, fo 
full of Candor and AﬀeRtion, thatthe meaneſt Inhabi- 
cant of that” Our City , if hee carcfully conſider the 
ſame, will finde himſelfe concerned in it, and that wee 
have had an eſpeciall care of his particular. V Vith this 
Anſwer of Ours wee ſent a ſervant of Ourowne, inthe 
company of thoſe who had been lo well uſed here, to 
require 2nd ſee that it might he communicated to the 
whole body of that Our City , not doubting but that 
both it and the Brinzer ſhould recelve ſuch Entertain- 
ment there, as might manifeſt their due regard of Us, 
and of Our AﬀeQtion to them : But ro'Our great won- 
der, we finde thar after ten dayes Attendance, and ſuf- 
ferin2 ridiculous Pamphlets to be publiſhed in Our 
Name, as if wee retracted Our former Reſolutions, 
(which Pamphlet wee have caulcd to be burned by the 
hand of the Hangman , as wee alſo require you to ſee 
done ) inſtead of that admiſſion wee expeRed to Our 
Meſſengerand Meſſage, Guards of Armed Men have 
beene brought to keepe Our good Subjedts , tro whom 
that Our Anſwer was direQed , from being preſent ar 
the reading thereof; and Speeches have been made by 
Strangers { who have beene admitted to the Citic 
Councels , contrary to the Freedome and Cuſtome 
of thoſe meetings,) to blaſt Qur ſaid Anſwer , and to 
Diſhonour and Slander Us, which if Our good Sub- 
jeRs there ſhall ſuffer , wee: ſhall be much diſcouraged 
in Our defired correſpondence with thac Dur City, and 
ſo by the cunning and power of thote Incendiaries 
mentjoned in Our Anſwer (Alderman Pemning:on) whio: 
to ſhow his great Loyalty ro Vs, and his titneſſe ho 
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be the.chief Magiſtrate of fuch a City, being mformed 
that a deſperate perſon there, ſaid, that hee hoped ſhorth to 
waſh his bands in Our Blood, retuſed to ſend any War- 
rant, or to give any direQion to any Officer for his Ap- 
p:chenfion,) Yen, Fulke, and Manwaring ) who have 
plunged that Our City into ſuch unſp=-akible Calami: 
tics, in which they would ſtill keep it to cure their owne 
ceſperate condition, Our good Subjets there are not ſuf- 
fered to receive Our graciouz Antwcr to thar Petition; 
We have therctore thought fit to write theſe Ovr Letters 
to you, requiring you the Sheriftes of Our ſai City, to 
take care for the publithing that Our Anfiver ( which We 
herewith fend you) ro Our good Subjeds of that Qur 
City z And Ourpleaſureis, That you the Maſters and 
Wardens of the ſeverall Companies of Our ſaid Ciry 
forthwith ſummon af the Members of your ſeverall 
Companies,with all the Freemen and Apprentifes(whoſe 
hopes and intereſts are ſo much blaſted in theſe generalF - 
Diſtrattions) belonging thereunto, to appeare at your 
ſeverall Halls, where you ſhall cauſe Our ſaid Anſwer, 
rogether with theſe Our Letters, to be publiquely read, 
that all Our good SubjeRs may cleerelyundedſtand how + 
farre we have been from begetting , how farre Weare 
from continwing or nouriſhing theſe unnaturall civill diſ- 
ſentions, and how much it is in their owne power to re- 
move the preſent preſſures, and to. eſtabliſh the future- 
happinefſe andglory of that famous City; and may ſeri. 
ouſly weigh every part of that Our Anſwer, as well that: - 
which carries caution in it for the future, as pardon for: 
what is paſt, for afſure your ſelves, tor.the time to come, 
incurre the penalty ofthe Law inthoſe) poynts; of which | 
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 ſwer,and whoſoever ſhall noe behave himſclfe like a ggod 
Subje& ini this Our Kingdome,ſhall nut (if We can help: 
it ) receive the benefit and advantage of being Our Sub- 
jeR in any other z, but all Forraigne Princes thall know, 
that as ſuch Perſon hath parted with his Loyalty to Us, 
ſo he muſt not hope for any ſecurity by Us, and to that 
urpoſe We ſhall henceforward have a very inquiſitive 
Eve upon the AcQions of all Our Subjects, that ſome ex- 
ample may be made, how eaſte iris for Us ro puniſh their 
difloyalties abroad, who for a time may avoyd Our Ju- 
ſticc at home. And to the cnd that none of Our good Sub- 
jects of that Our Citie may thinke themſelves bound to 
odey any of the Orders or Commands of the' pretended 
Lord Major(whom We have and doe (til accule of high 
Treaſon, & conſpiring to take Our lite from Us,)Ir is well 
knowne to thoſc Citizens who underſtand the Charter 
of that City ( ſoamply granted by Our Royall Progeni- 
tors, and ſo gratiouſly confirmed by Vs,and of which We 
preſume.Our good Subjedts there doe fijll defire to re- 
ceive the benefir,) that the ſaid: Iſasct Pennington was ne- 
ver regularly cle&ed, or lawfully admitted to bee Lord 
Majorof that Our Citic, that in-truth Alderman Copd- 
wolf, was by. the pluralicy of voyces: choſen, and that 
this Man was neverpreſented:to, or admitted' by Vs, in 
ſuch manner avis preſcribed by-their ſaid Charter,neither 
had that Judge; whaproſumed to ſweare him, any more 
colour of Law or Authoritie to adminiſter. fuch an Oath 
to him, then he hattizo doethe ſame to: morrove: to any 
other Alderman.of the Citic : And We'doe therefore 
hereby Deelare the ſaid Iſaak Penningeon novjto! be Ma- 
jorof that Qur Citie of, Lomdon,. and:to-hive-nes kyfull 
Aurhoricte to exerciſe the fame, and that Our: gpod? Sub- 
jeQs of that Quy Citic, ought. now toſubmit to any = 
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ders, direQions, or commanos which ſhall ue from him 
as Lord Major of that Our City , but that the ſame are 
void and of nonc effec. And wee doc once more require 
youthe Sheriffs of Our ſaid City , and 1! oth r the Ma- 
giſtrates of the ſame, in which all Our good Subjects 
of that City will aſsiſt you, that you cauſe the ſaid Jſaack 
Pennington , Ven, Fulk, and Manwaring, to be apprehen- 
ded and committed to fate Cuſtody, rhat wee may pro- 
ceed againſt rhem as guilty of high Treaſon, and prin- 
cipall Authours of thoſe Calamities which are now ſy 
heavy upon Our poore Subjects of that City, and if nor 
ſuddenly remedied, will .in a ſhort time utterly confound a 
Place, and a People lately of fo flouriſhing an cſtimarion 
in all the parts ot 'Chriſtendome. And whereas wee are 
informed that one Bronne a Woo.'-monger , Titchborne. 
a Linnen- Draper , and one Harviya Silkman, have ex- 
erciſed great Infolencies and outrages in that Our Ci- 
tic, and when many of Our good Subjects Chere, have aſ- 
ſembled together in a peaceable and modeſt manner, to 
conſult about the Peace and welfare of that Citie, the 
ſaid mutinous and ſeditious Perions have preſumed to 
lead multitudes of armed Men aga.nſt.them, and by ſuch 
force have beaten, wounded, and killed Qur good Sub- 
jets z Our Will and Pleaſure is, that it the ſaid Browne, 
Titchborne, and Haruy, or either of them, ſhall ſo farre 
negle& Our gracious offer -of Pardon,,as Kill to engage 
themſelves in thoſe unwarrantable and ſ{editious courſes, 
Thatyou Our Sheriftes of Londen, raile power to ſup- 
prefle the ſaid force, and that you-and all Our Miniſters 
of Juſtice, uſe your utmoſt meaggs tO apprehend the 1aid 
Perions, and to bring them to condigne puniſhment, 
And We doe hereby Declare, That it ſhall be I1wfull for 
23y of Vur loving SubjeRs, to reſiſt and oppoſe the ſaid 
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Perſons; if they ſhall here1frer, in ſuet}a Warlike manner, 
endeavour to moleſt them as they would*doe Rebells and 
Traitqurs : And' VVe hope that all Our good Subjects of 
that.Oyr much injured City of Loxd6n, doe take nurice'of 
Our Grace and F.vour rowards them in Our fo treely 
paſſing by and pardoning the Oftences there commirted 
againſt Vs, as We have offered by Our Proclamation 

and Our late Anſwer ; and of Our very earneſt defire to be 
wich them, and to reſide amongſt them for their Com- 

forr, Support, and ProteRtion, if they ſhall, by {firſt provi- 

| ding fortheir owne ſ{ccurity (in ſuch manner as VVe have 

O dirc&ted them in Our late Anſwer) give Vs an inſtance 

that VWe may be ſafe there too; And that they doc like- 

wile obſerve, that being iby ſuck violence kept from 

them, Ve have done Our utmoſt endeavour to continue 

and advance the decayed trailing of that Our City, by 
permitting and encouraging all refort. and traffique thi- 
ther, and rherefore it by rhe ſtopping of Carriages, and 

ſeizing Commodities by other men, the commerce and 

correſpondence be broken betweene that place and Our 
good Subjects of orher Counties, they will impute that 
miſchiefe ro the true Authors of it, and looke vpon Vs 
only as not able to helpe them. Doe bur your Dutics, 
and this Cloud, which threatens a preſent confuſton, will 
quickly vaniſh iaway, and you will enjoy all the Bleiſings 
of a happy Natiog, 'to the which ho endeavour of Ours 
ſhall be wanting,
